seniority . A junior will be selected only in case the senior expresses his 
unwillingness in writing to undergo such training, course of study or do the 
work , as the case may be : 

Provided that the Government may, in the public interest and in consul 
tation with the Public Service Commission grant exemption to any person 
from the provisions of this rule. 
Explanation : Seniority, for the purposes of this rule, shall be the 

seniority in the general line and not in the particular 
field or unit or branch in the Department in which the 
candidates happen 

work. 
10. Appointment of Officers to posts requiring training : (1) For appoint 
ment to any post requiring the qualification of any special training, no 
officer possessing the said qualification shall be preferred if any officer senior 
to him is willing to undergo the said training or is otherwise fit for such 
appointment. 

( 2) An Officer appointed to a post or assigned to work in a parti 
cular field after his completion of the training in pursuance of a selection 
made under rule 9 , shall work in the particular post or field , at least for a 
minimum period of three years or until he gets promotion to a higher post 
which is not available in the particular wing so as to accommodate him ” .

AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute between the Proprietor, Inland Transport 
Service, North Parur and the workmen of the above service represented by 
the Secretary , Ernakulain District Private Motor Transport Workers Union , 
Cangonshed Road, Ernakulam over. Dismissal of conductor Shri 
V.K. Purushothaman ” referred to this Court for adjudication under Section 
10 (1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (Central Act XIV of 1947) by 
the Government of Kerala in their Order, Health and Labour ( H ). Depart 
ment, G.O.Rt. No. 2172 /65 /HLD . dated 5-6-1965 . 

2 . In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective state 
ments. The Union examined Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai, a checker attached 
to the Inland Transport Service, as WWI, and the dismissed conductor Sri 
V.K. Purushothaman as WW2, and filed Exts. W1to W6. The Manage 
ment examined Sri K. M. Krishna Pillai, the proprietor of the Inland 
Transport Service, as Ewi, and filed Exts. El to E8 . 

3. It is the case of the Management that conductor Sri 
V. K. Purushothaman was on duty on 6-11-1964 in bus No.KLR.2007 
belonging to the Inland Transport Service, on his way from Parur to 
Varapuzha , having started from Parur at 3.40 p . m . At4.15 p.m. checker 
Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai boarded the bus, and found that the conductor had 
not issued tickets to two adult passengers and 5 students who had got into 
the bus at Koonamavoo . After verification ofthe trip sheet and ticket book 
found in the possession of conductor Sri V. K. Purushothaman , the checker 
made an entry in the trip sheet regarding the misconduct of the conductor , 
and put in a written complaint proved as Ext. El to the Proprietor on the 
very same day . The trip sheet proved as Ext. E2 was also produced with 
the endorsement. A memo dated 6-11-1964 proved as Ext. W3 was issued . 
to conductor Sri V. K.Purushothaman , calling for his explanation . Ext. 
W4 is thc explanation submitted by the conductor . An enquiry was 
conducted in which Sri V. K. Purushothaman , admitted his guilt. The 
enquiry was therefore concluded after taking a statement from checker Sri 
A. Balakrishna Pillai, proved as Ext. E4: Sri V. K. Purushothaman was 
given an opportunity to cross-examine the checker, which he declined to do . 
He was found guilty of the misconduct, and in view of two similar mis 
conducts proved to have been committed by him earlier, he was dismissed 
from service with effect from 14-11-1964 . In the explanation submitted by 
conductor Sri V. K. Purushothaman on 8-11-1964, in answer to the show 
cause notice, he had put forward the plea that had failed to issue. ticket 
to only one adult passenger, that the passenger to whom ticket was not 
issued happened to get into the bus along with 15 students and so by mistake 
he had issued 16 students, tickets for a price of 96 np., at the rate of 6 Ps. 
for each student, that the trip sheet was not written up due to the fact that 
the bus happened to be crowded at the time and another bus was trying to 
overtake the bus in which he was travelling, and that as such the mistake in 
not having issued a ticket and the failure to write the trip sheet were only 
due to pressure of work . At the domestic enquiry when questioned by the 
Proprietor, Sri V.K. Purushothaman admitted that he failed to issue tickets 


to two adult passengers and 5 students, and that he may be excused for the 
misconduct. It is the case of the Management that the ticket alleged to 
have been issued to 16 students at a cost of 96 np. was in fact a luggage 
ticket issued by the conductor on that date , and that definite standing 
instructions had been issued by the Proprietor to the effect that separate 
tickets should be issued to each ofthe student passengers. 

4. The case ofthe union is that conductor Sri V. K. Purushothaman is 
innocent in thematter, and that the Proprietor with a view to avoiding the 
payment of retrenchment compensation to his employees on closure of his 
business , which he was contemplating at the time, induced checker Sri 
Balakrishna Pillai to put in an exaggerated report regarding the alleged 
misconduct of the conductor. It is admitted by the union that the conductor 
had issued student tickets to 16 persons who got into the bus, and that one 
of them happened to be a person who was not a student, and that when the 
mistake was discovered in the presence of checker Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai, 
the normal fare was realised from the adult passenger. It is alleged that 
tickets were not issued to student passengers individually as the fere realised 
from a student was only 6 Ps. It is therefore the case of the union that the 
action taken against Sri V. K. Purushothaman was prc-meditated with an 
ulterior motive, and that the domestic enquiry conducted in this case is in 
violation of the principles of natural justice. The confession regarding the 
misconduct, alleged to have been made by Sri V. K. Purushothaman , was 
under coercion , and made on the basis of an assurance given by the 
proprietor that he will be excused . It is the case of the union that Sri 
y . K. Purushothaman , a permanent conductor with 9 years of service was 
dismissed from service by the Proprietor with a view to escaping payment of 
retrenchment compensation , as he had made up his mind to wind up his 
business, which he eventually did on 15-5-1966 as admitted by him when 
examined as EWI. 

5. Checker Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai when examined as WWI speaks in 
support of the plea put forward by the union that it was at the instance of 
the Proprietor that he happened to put in an exaggerated report proved as 
Ext. El. Ext. E2 is the trip sheet maintained by conductor Sri 
V. K. Purushothaman while on duty on 6-11-1964. Both in Ext. El and in 
Ext. E2 the misconduct alleged against the dismissed conductor has been 
clearly and specifically mentioned , to the effect that atthe time when checker 
Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai checked the bus, the conductor was found not to have 
issued tickets to two adult passengers and 5 students. The contention of the 
union is that Ext El, and the endorsement in Ext. E2, regarding the mis 
conduct of the dismissed conductor were written up by checker Sri 
A. Balakrishna Pillai. at the instance of the Proprietor . Checker Sri 
A. Balakrishna Pillai when examined as WWI gives evidence in keeping with 
this contention put forward by the union . Ext. W is a letter dated 
18-11-1964 alleged 0 have been written by the checker to the dismissed 
conductor Sri V. K. Purushothaman to clear his conscience. A perusal of 
the letter would go to show that a detailed explanation has been given on 
cxactly the same pattern and detail as in the contention now put forward by 


the union . The postal envelope in which the letter was communicated 
has been proved as Ext. W2. Only one postal stamp is discernable. The 
date seen on the postal stamp is 18 , but on the letter denoting the month 
a drop of ink is seen to have dried up , making the letter undiscernable. It 
may be that that portion of the postal stamp was made undiscernable by 
accident. However from the circumstances of the case I am inclined to 
think that the idea contained in the letter is only an afterthought, to lend 
support and truth to the contention put forward by the union , in order to 
help the conductor . Checker Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai happened to be re 
trenched from service sometimeafter the domestic enquiry . It is seen from 
the enquiry proceedings, in which Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai was examined by 
the Proprietor, proved as Ext. E3, that he had spoken to the misconduct 
alleged to have been committed by the conductor in keeping with the entries 
made in Ext. El and Ext. E2, and that too in the presence of conductor Sri 

V. K. Purushothaman . I have no hesitation in coming to the conclusion 
that the evidence given by checker Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai when examined 
as WW1, is designed to help the dismissed conductor , and is not true . It is 
seen from Ext. E4, 

a statement given by dismissed conductor Sri 
V. K. Purushothaman that he has admitted having committed the mis 
conduct with which he stood charged . In my opinion , therefore, the 
Management was justified in finding Sri V. K. Purushothaman guilty of the 
misconduct with which he stood charged . ** 

6. It has been argued by the learned counsel for the union that the 
domestic enquiry conducted in this case is in violation of the principles of 
natural justice. The case of the Management is that a full- fledged domestic 
enquiry was not conducted in view of the fact that conductor Sri 
V. K. Purushothaman pleaded guilty to the charge . It has however been 
laid down in a decision reported in 1967 ( II ) LLJ, 739 , that the recording 
employee pleaded guilty to the charge levelled against him , would be an 
empty formality. Another infirmity in the domestic enquiry pointed out by 
the learned counsel for the union is that conductor Sri V.K. Purushothaman 
has been examined at length by the proprietor who conducted the domestic 
enquiry with a view to extracting a confession from him . The plea of the 
Management that such an examination was conducted only to bring out 
mitigating circumstances, if any, is not devoid of merits in the peculiar 
circumstances proved in this case . In my opinion , therefore , none of the 
principles of natural justice has been violated at the domestic enquiry against 
the dismissed worker. 

7. It is now well- established that this court will have no right to interfere 
with the decision taken by the Management, unless there is absence of 
bonafides on the part of the Management, or there is victimisation or unfair 
labour practice, or violation of any of the principles of natural justice, or 
there has been a basic error of facts , or the findings of the enquiry officer is 
perverse . The union would have us belicve that there is lack of bonafides 
on the part of the proprietor of the concern , in that Sri 
V.K. Purushothaman was dismissed from service to avoid payment of 
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retrenchiaent compensation. Action against Sri V.K. Purushothaman was 
initiated on 6-11-1964, and the evidence adduced in this case goes to show 
that the concern was closed down only on 15-5-1966. Under the circum 
stances, the contention of the union that there is lack of bonafides on the 
part of the management seems to be unfounded . In spite of the fact that 
conductor Sri V.K. Purushothaman pleaded guilty to the charge, it is seen 
that checker Sri A. Balakrishna Pillai had been examined by the enquiry 
officer, and an opportunity given to the dismissed enployee to cross-examine 
him . A full -fledged domestic enquiry even after the accused employce pleads 
guilty to the charge has been held to be an empty formality In my opinion , 
therefore , none of the principles of natural justice has been violated . The 
question regarding the quantum of punishinent should be left entirely to the 
decision of the employer, unless the severity of the punishment reflects want 
of bonafides on the part of the employer . 

In this instant case Sri 
V.K. Purushothaman has been found guilty of similar misconduct twice 
before. The principle that the past record of an employce may be looked into 
for the determination of the quantum of punishment to be awarded in a 
subsequent misconduct has been accepted by industrial courts. 

8. In the circumstances, I find that the dismissal of conductor Sri 
V. K. Purushothaman from service for the misconduct of having faited to 
issue tickets to two adult passengers and 5 students while on duty in bus No. 
KLR . 2007 on 6-11-1964 is justified , and that no interference is called for . 
An award is passed accordingly. 

9. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

over " What should be the wages of Shri Shanmugha Velu as Supervisor 
with effect from 21-9-1962" referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (Central Act XIV of 
1947 ) by the Government ofKerala in their Order Health and Labour (H ) 
Department, G. O. Rt. No. 2855 /65 /HLD . dated 10-8-1965 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. The Union examined Sri Shanmugha Velu , the Supervisor 
under reference, as wWi, one Velu , an employee of the Chenkara Estate , 
Vandiperiyar as WW2, Sri K. Raghavan , another worker of the Chenkara 
Estate as WW3, and Sri T. N.G. Panicker, the General Secretary of the 
High Range Estate Supervisors Union , Peernade as WW4, and filed Exts. 
WI and W2. The Management examined Sri E. Balakrishnan Nair, a clerk 
attached to the Chenkara Estate from 1962 to 1967, as EW1, and filed 
Ext. E1. 

3. The case of the union is that Sri Shanmugha Velu was a kangani in 
the Chenkara Estate, Vandiperiyar from 1938. In 1949 he became a sub 
kangany receiving head -money at the prevalent rates. As a sub-kangany, he 
was paid at a daily rate of Rs. 2:30 , while others of the same category wero 
receiving only Rs. 1.59 . It is the case of the union that Sri Shanmugha 
Velu was paid 71 Ps. in excess of the other kanganies of the same category 
for the reason that he was assisting the conductor and other field staff in the 
maintenance of check - rolls in the weeding and plucking fields. He was 
known as "Kanakkappillay " or a field writer. Consequent on the abolition 
of the kaugany system , by virtue of the Memorandum of Settlement entered 
into between the Managements of the Plantations in the Kerala State and 
their workmen represented by the various trade unions functioning in the 
Plantation Industry , all kanganies who were willing to be absorbed as Super 
visors, were to be given daily wages, the minimum of which was Rs. 2.37 
and the maximum Rs. 5 , so fized that the wages given to kangadies absorbed 
as Supervisors would not be less than the daily average of their earnings 
(wages plus head -money), in the years 1955 , 1956 , and 1957. When the 
agreement came into force with effect froin 20th September 1962 , Sri Shan 
mugha Velu was absorbed as a Supervisor on daily wage of Rs. 2-37, the 
minimum fixed for a Supervisor ofhis category . The claim of the uaion is 
that Sri Shanmugha Velu was entitled to extra wages, far above the ordinary 
Supervisor s wage of Rs. 2.37. The enhancement in the wages as claimed 
by the union is an amount of Rs. 2.08 including the “ proportionate diffe. 
rential” , and " cash equivalent of head.money" he is alleged to have been 
drawing at the time. 

4. According to the Management Sri Shanmugha Velu was entitled to 
receive only the minimum wage of Rs. 2.37 for a Supervisor, calculated 
strictly in accordance with the terms of the settlement so that a kangani 
absorbed as a Supervisor will not be paid less than the daily average of his 
carnings, (wages plus head-money) , taking the monthly average in the years 
1955, 1956 and 1957, subject to a maximum of Rs. 5 and a ininimum of 
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Rs. 2.37 inclusive of the interim increase of 15 Ps. per day . The Manage . 
ment denies the allegation made by the union that Sri Shann ugha Velu was 
getting more wages than the other kanganics of his category, or that he was 
assisting the conductor and other field staff in maintaining the check -rolls in 
the weeding and plucking fields. 

5. The relevant clause in the Memorandum of Settlement, fixing the 
status and wages of kanganies who were receiving head -moncy or supplying 
labour, reads as foilows: 

“ The wages of Kanganies absorbed as Supervisors shall be so fixed 

that they are not less than the daily average of their earnings 
(Wages plus head -money) taking the monthly average in the 
years 1955 , 1956 and 1957 , subject to a maximum of Rs. 5 and a 
minimum of Rs, 2-37 inclusive of the interim increase of 15 Ps. 

per day." 
It is clear therefore that a kangan , however meagre might have been 
his remuneration , on being absorbed as Supervisor was entitled to a minimum 
daily wage of Rs. 2.37. He would however be entitled to the daily average 
of his earnings in the years 1955 , 1956 , and 1957, provided it was not more 
than Rs. 5. The evidence given by EWI supported by Ext. El goesto 
show that Sri Shanmugha Velu had received only Rs. 576.87 in 1955 , 
Rs. 548.44 in 1956 , and Rs. 542-34 in 1957, and the total carnings of Sri 
Shanmugha Velu for the three years under reference would be Rs. 1,667.65. 
In the absence of any evidence adduced by the union to contradict the testi 
mony of LW1 supported by Exte ül, the correctness of the figures has to be 
accepted . The daily average of the earnings of Sri Shanmugha Velu would 
be his earnings for each yea : divided by 12 x 26. Evidently the daily 
average would be below as Rs. 2.37 , but Sri Shanmugha Velu , being pro 
tected under the terms of the agreement, was given a daily minimum wage 
of Rs. 2.37 . It is argued by the union that to arrive at ke daily average, 
the total earnings should be divided only by the number of days on which 
Sri Shanmugha Velu had been working. If such a method of calculation is 
to be adopted , a Kangany who had received Rs. 6 on a single day in any 
one of the three years, would be entitled to a daily wage of Rs. 5 , the maxi 
mum fixed as wages under the settlement, which does not scem to be the 
intention of the parties to the agreement. I am of opinion that the corect 
method of calculation , to arrive at the daily average of the earnings of a 
kangany absorbed as a Supervisor, in keeping with the terms of the sctile 
ment, would be the way in which the management has calculated the daily 
average. Even though Sri Shanmugha Velu might have been receiving 
more than what other kanganies were receiving, whether or not for extra 
work done, if the average daily earnings fell belo v Rs. 2.37, hewould be 
entitled to receive only the minimuin of Rs. 2.37 , fixed by the terms of the 
agreement. A kangany who had worked on all the days throughout the 
years 1955 , 1956 , and 1957, whose daily average earoings was anything more 
than Rs. 2-37, according to the terms of the agreement was to be paid te 
daily average wages subject to a maximum of Rs. 5. Since the daily average 
carnings of Sri Shanmugha Velu for the years 1955, 1956, and 1957 féll 
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below Rs. 2.37, Sri Shanmugha Velu is not entitled to wages in excess of 
Rs. 2.37 , on the date on which the settleinent came into force , as a Super 
visor . 

6. In my opinion , therefore, the wages of Sri Shanmugha Velu with 
effect from 21-9-1962 fixed at Rs. 2.37 by the Management seems to be 
reasonable and correct. An award is passed accordingly. 

7. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Manager, Bakul Cashew 
Co., Eravipuram and the workmen of the above concern represented by the 
Branch Secretary , Kerala Kasuandi Thozhilali Congress, Kannanalloor P. O. 
over " Dismissal of worker Muthamma" yeferred to this Court for adjudica 
tion under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act 1947 (Central 
Act XIV of 1947 ) by the Government of Kerala in their Order Health 
and Labour (H )Department, G. O. Rt. No. 110 /68/HLD . dated 10-1-1968 . 

2. In pursuance of notice issued , the parties put in their respective 
statements. 

3. According to the management, Smt. Muthamma was dismissed for 
having been found in possession of 100 grams of cashew splits in a basket 
carried by her, while returning home from the peeling shed where she was 
working on 17-6-1967. The union would have us believe that Smt. 
Muthamma is innocent in the matter, and that she was victimised , as she 
happened to be the wife of a union leader . 

4. The case stood posted for filing the rejoinder by the union . The 
union is absent today, but the learned counsel for the management puts in a 
Memorandum of Settlement signed by both parties to the dispute they 
having settled the matter out of court. The Management agrees to pay the 
union before 10-7-1968 a sum of Rs. 100 in full and final settlement of all 
the claims of the worker. It is represented that the union is absent before 
court today as the matter has been settled. It is requested that an award be 
passed in terms of the settlement. 

5. In the result an award is passed in terms of the Memorandum of 
Settlement, shown as annexure to this award . 

6. This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

AWARD 
This is an Industrial Dispute referred to this Tribunal for adjudication 
by Government Order No G. O. Rt. 1446 dated 15-5-1964 of the Health 
and Labour (H ) Department of Government of Kerala , between the 
Manager , Malakkipara Estate , Hardypet, and the workmen of the estate 
represented by the Secretary , Kerala Union Plantation Workers Union , 
(2 ) The Secretary , Kerala Estate Workers Union and (3 ) The Secretary, 
Malakkipara Estate Workers Union , Malakkipara , Hardypet. The issues 
referred are the following : 

1. Eligibility of the supervisors for compensation for the loss they 

have sustained in head -money . 
2. Eligibility of the supervisors promoted from the rank of the 

labourers for wages similar to those supervisors appointed from 

the rank of Kanganies . 
3. Eligibility of the temporary workers with longer periods of service 

for preference for filling up the vacancies in permanent posts . 
4 . Claim of the workmen in the estate and the factory for double 

wages for Sunday work . 
5. Justifiability or otherwise of the four days wace cut for refusal 

to work on 12-1-1964 . 
6. Justifiability or otherwise and reliefs thereto for denial " of work 

on 13-1-1964. 
7. Fixation of the permanent No. of workmen in the Tea factory 

with reference to the average number of workmen employed in 

the previous year. 
8 . Confirmation of the temporary workers in the factory . 
9. Eligibility ofthe factory workers for factory rates of wages when 

working in the field , 
10. Restoration of the wage out of the workmen for absence of duty 

to participate in the funeral of two co -workers. 
11. Justifiability or otherwise of the dismissal of SriMuthiah and 

reliefs , if any. 
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2. The first Union after receipt of notice appeared and filed their statė 
ment, rejoinder and adduced oraland documentary evidence. The second 
and third Unions did not appear before this court even after receipt of 
notice . They were , therefore , declared exparte and were informed of the 
same, but with no response. 

3. The first Union has examined WWIto WW3 and marked Exts. Wi 
to W7. The Management examined MWI and marked Exts. MI to M28 . 

4. At the time of hearing both the counsels stated that some of the issues 
are likely to be settled out of court. Somcadjournments were taken on that 
ground and on 11-6-1968 they have filed a joint statement stating that issue 
No. 1 has been settled out of court. In the circumstances, I find that issue 
No. i has been settled between the parties and there is no dispute existing 
between them with regard to Issue No. I. 

5. With regard to Issues 2 to 4 and 7 to 10 the counsel for the Union 
conceded that there is not sufficient evidence to arrive at a finding and did 
not argue. With regard to issue No. 11 he has conceded that there was a 
proper enquiry conducted before dismissing Sri Muthiah and there is no 
scopo for interfering with it. In the light of tle above admissions a finding 
need not be arrived at under the above issues and therefore the Union is 
not entitled to any relief under issues 2 to 4 and 7 to 11. 

6. The remaining issues to be decided are 5 and 6. The case of the 
Union with regard to these issues is as follows: On 12-1-1964, 11 workers 
were asked to report for duty . Being Sunday they did not go for work and 
took it as a rest day : On the next day when they went it is alleged that work 
was refused as a retaliatory measure. Subscquently they were asked to 
show -cause why action should not be taken against them for not reporting 
for duty on 12-1-1964 and as a measure of punishment 5 days wages were 
out. The Union alleges that the action of the Management is illegal and 
hence the workers are entitled for wages for the 5 days. 

7. The Management has denied it . According to them they found it 
necessary to work on certain Sundays during certain periods and in 
accordance with the provisions of law they had intimated the concerned 
authorities their intention to work on 12-1-1964. Since the workers were 
not present on that Sunday action was taken against them . They obtained 
explanations from the workers and since the explanationswere notsatisfactory 
the wages were cut as per provisions of law and this according to them is 
strictly legal. 

8. Under Section 52 of the Factories Act, the Management is entitled to 
declare the first day of the week as a working day provided they give a 
holiday within three days immediately before or after the said day. In this 
case the Management has declared the very next day as a holiday. They 
have also informed the concerned authorities about their intention of doing 
so . This is proved by Ext. M15 a letter sent to the Inspector of Factories on 
10-1-1964 intimating that sunday the 12th will be a working day and 
Monday the 13th a normal holiday. Since the workers were not present 
action was taken as per Ext. M16 . There is nothing illegal in their action 


in asking the workers to report for duty on Sunday . The Standing Orders, 
clause 9 of the Payment ofWages Act provide for punishing if the workers 
do not report for duty . Here the workers were given sufficient opportunity 
to explain why action should not be taken against them as per Ext. M16 . 
Ext. M19 is the explanation sent by the Secretary of the Union to the 
Management in reply to the show -cause notice. This letter is only pointing 
out certain practices followed by theManagement previously . I find no justi 
fication for the action of the workers in not reporting for duty on 12-1-1964 
inspite of notice by theManagement. I find that the workers are not entitled 
for the wages since they did not report for duty knowing that that was a 
working day for them . I, therefore, hold that the four days wage cut for 
relusal to work on 12-1-1964 is justifiable . Hence the workers under this 
issue are rot entitled to any relief.. 

9. Since the Management had declared 13th as a holiday and as I have 
alrcadly found that declaring 12-1-1964 as a working and 13th as a holiday 
is as per the provisions of law and is justified , I find that there was no denial 
of work on that day. So under this issue also they are not entitled to any 
relief. Issues 5 and 6 are answered accordingly. I pass this award as 
stated above and this award shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days 
after its publication in the Government Gazette.
